Cress 
Is particularly rich in mineral matter, 
containing both sulphur and phos- 
phorus. It is o^ppcially jood In the 
spring ns It Is n rtlinulant to the appe- 
lite because of Its peppery flavor. 


A water-cress soup is e»peelnlly 


good. The following recipe will give 
the method of preparing It: 


Take two bunches of wnter cress, 


each bunch weighing a pound, or a 
quart of chopped cress, half n table- 
spoonful of minced onion, three table- 
spoonfuls of rice, three tablespoonfuld 
of butter, a d«sh of cayenne, the yolk 
of an egg, four cupfuls of white stock 
(chicken preferrtsd), a cupful of rich 
milk or thin crenm, one-half teaspoon- 
fill of suit, n grating of nutmeg nnd 
whipped crenm for garnishing. Pick 
off the tips of the cress and save for 
garnishing; chop flne. »tcrn« and all. 
Fry the onion In butter until a light 
yellow, add the stock, rice and crew. 
When well cooked nib through a slere 
and add the egg and cream. 
There 


should be three cupfuls of soup when 
ready to serve. Serve piping hot with 
whipped cream sprinkled with the 
fresh cress tips. 


When one Is fortunate enough to 


obtain cre>s In abundance, cook It an 
one does spinach or any greens. Do 
not add any water when cooking ex- 
cept that which clings to the cress. 
Toss and stir occasionally until It Is 
well heated through. If cure Is used 
no extra water will bf needed. Drain 
save the liquor and chop the cress 
fine. Thicken the liquor with a little 
flour and butter cooked together, add- 
ing a generous supply of butter. Serve 
rery hot.
